We have the honour to submit this, our Forty-sixth Annual 
Report on the City of Dublin Hospitals under our supervision in 
accordance with statute 19 & 20 Vic., cap. 110, entitled “The 
Dublin Hospitals Regulation Act,” for Your Excellency’s infor- 
mation and suDsequent presentation to Parliament. 

Durmg the year ending 31st March, 1904, we have inspected 
all the hospitals in the city which benefit by grants from

Our inspections were made as heretofore without any nrevi 
notification to the officials of the several hospitals ^ On th°" S 
occasions we carefully inquired into the condition of each hosniM 
to ascertain if the buildings were in good order and if due care 
were bestowed on ventilation, drainage, cleanliness, and th 
proportion of inmates to space. ’ 6 

We made inquiries respecting the current expenses and as 
to the system of purchasing, storing, and issuing of supplies w! 
endeavoured to ascertain if the food was prepared in a careful 
and economical manner and served to the patients in 
appetising and wholesome form. 

We desire to acknowledge the courtesy with which we have 
been met by the governing bodies and officials, who have facili 
tated the fullest and most complete investigation. 

We regret that epidemic illness and diseases of the respiratory 
organs prevailed so extensively during the past year that the 
resources of these hospitals have been subjected to a severe 
strain. 

. We endeavoured on several occasions to impress on the authori- 
ties the advisability of observing the strictest economy consistent 
with skilful treatment of the sick poor, and as far as possible to 
afford means for the promotion of medical and surgical science 
We have reason to believe that the clinical teaching continues 
to be as vigorous and successful as in the most prosperous days 
of its history. J 

. We venture to suggest to Your Excellency, who takes suchadeep 
interest in hospital administration and in the promotion of 
medical science, the necessity that exists in every well-equipped 
hospital for the. installation of an apparatus for the use of the 
X-rays,, the Radium light, and the Finsen treatment, for the in- 
troduction of which into this country we are so much indebted to 
Jler Gracious Majesty Queen Alexandra. 

, we £ t re 011 ^ le threshold of our knowledge of these 
wonderful and potent therapeutic remedies which have not only 
proved useful as diagnostic agents, but they have done more, in 
that they have enlarged our views and modified, if not re- 
vomtiomzed, our theories concerning chemistry and pathology, 
io the surgeon, the X-rays are invaluable as a diagnostic 
r • . eir foreign bodies are detected and localised in 

the. Jiving being ; the extent and nature of many injuries made 
p am; fractures and deformities of bones are revealed; aneurisms 
lemonstrated ; new growths and pathological enlargements 
oi the viscera are made visible. Great as are their value to the 
surgeon, there are good grounds to hope in the near future they 
wi 1 be even more valuable to the physician in the diagnostication 
01 cerebral, pulmonary, cardiac, and intestinal lesions. As it is, 
le apparatus is being daily improved, and physicians, particularly 
tnose who have become specialists in the subject, are better able 

0 produce, good skiagrams and to interpret them. We should 
therefore like to see all hospitals in which it might be of use 
equipped with a Rontgen apparatus, placed in a suitable laboratory 

1 ei tbe care of a specialist who should, each session, give a

series of lectures on X-rays in medicine and on the use of the 
apparatus, and instruct students in the production of screen and 
photograph pictures. To insure attention to this study it might 
be included m the lists of subjects for the final examination in 
medicine and surgery, and the candidates be required to show 
a practical familiarity with the uses and working of the 
apparatus. 

So far we have only referred to its value as a diagnostic 
agent; we have still to allude to its curative powers in the treat- 
ment of lupus and such like tuberculous diseases in which, with 
the Finsen lenses and the Badium light, it forms our most power- 
ful and helpful therapeutic agent. Although we as yet are 
in the elementaiy stage of our knowledge of how it arrests 
pathological changes, it promises to be a valuable remedy in 
the treatment of malignant disease, in the cause of which, as in 
all that tends to the welfare of his subjects, His Majesty 
King Edward has taken so kindly and deep an interest. 
Unfortunately the apparatus for the instruction of students is 
expensive ; but the cost of providing such cannot be weighed 
against the benefits to be obtained from them by rising 
generations of physicians. 

We so fully recognise the necessity for such instruction of 
students in the use of these remedies, that we venture to suggest 
to the authorities of clinical hospitals the advisability of pro- 
viding them. We think that this might be done by grants in 
aid, not to exceed one half of the outlay incurred in their pur- 
chase and installation. We doubt not that, as the demand 
continues to increase for the X-rays and other appliances, the 
price will fall, and so they may in a little time be within the 
reach of every physician, and become available to the general 
public. 

The various statistical and other tables in the Appendixes will 
be found similar in character to those that have hitherto appeared 
in regular annual sequence, but at the same time are indicative of 
the relative changes and results in the operation of the different 
institutions. It will be seen that the number of patients admitted 
to general hospitals and the number discharged is considerable 
in proportion to the average number of inmates, which shows 
that the average period under treatment is not excessive. In 
some the mortality has been rather high ; but this does not 
indicate inefficiency, for a general hospital which has no mortality 
would imply the admission of patients affected with conditions 
which hardly justify hospital treatment. 

On the 1st of April, 1903, there remained 1,021 patients iu these 
hospitals under the supervision of our Board. 

The number admitted during the year was 11,732, making the 
whole number under treatment 12,753, of whom 11,288 left the 
wards either cured or relieved, or were discharged for other 
causes, and 477 died. 

Nine hundred and eighty-eight remained under treatment in 
these hospitals on the 31st March, 1904.

Exclusive of incurables, the mortality was 5'43 per cent on 
11,373 cases— estimated on the numbers who have been dis- 
charged or who have died, or whose cases have consequently been 
treated to a termination. 

The total daily average number of beds occupied in these 
hospitals throughout the year was 9G0'52. 

The time spent in hospital by each patient under treatment 
(omitting the patients in the Royal Hospital for Incurables) 
averaged 23 88 days. ' 

Appendix. — Table No. 1 shows a list of diseases of patients 
treated in the several hospitals and the number that died of any 
particular disease during the year ended 31st March, 1904.

The Westmorland Lock Hospital. 

This hospital was originally established by the Government 
of Ireland in 1792 for the_ treatment cf both male and female 
patients; but since 1820 it has been entirely confined to the 
relief of female patients. 

The returns received from the hospital afford evidence that it 
fulfils, in a fair degree, the purpose for which it Was estab- 
lished ; the importance of which well merits the support and 
sympathy of the general public. 

We were informed that the different religious denominations 
are kept apart, and arc regularly attended by their respective 
chaplains ; and in order to prevent the spread of moral con- 
tagion, the old and the young, the hardened and the comparatively 
inexperienced in vice, are as far as possible segregated. 

The following classification is adopted, viz. : — 

1. Patients admitted for the first time. 

2. Convalescent patients, or those admitted from asylums. 

3. Married patients. 

4. Patients who have previously been in hospital. 
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On the day of inspection we examined the various books and 
accounts, and found them all in order and written up to date. 
We were pleased to note that there was a credit balance on the 
cash account, and that tlie total expenditure showed a consider- 
able reduction of the corresponding period of last year. 

The store-rooms and kitchen were found to be clean, tidy, and 
orderly. We examined samples of various articles of food, and 
found them of good quality, and the cooking was excellent. 

W T e were informed that the linen in store is equal to any 
possible demand that may be put on it, and that it is all well 
washed and aired, and marked with the hospital stamp before 
being taken into stock. 

The laundry department has been much improved by the 
additional window accommodation — it is now much brighter and 
well ventilated. 

The wards were scrupulously clean, the floors highly polished, 
aud the ventilation was perfect. The beds and bed-clothes were 
clean and well kept, and evidenced constant care. 

We saw every patient under treatment, and, as usual, we 
made particular enquiries as to the care bestowed on them, aud 
were gratified to receive in every case satisfactory replies. All, 
without exception, expressed their grateful thanks to the Matron 
for her thoughtfulness and general kindness to them. 

The structural improvements recently carried out by the 
Governors, which have been described in last year’s report, have 
proved a great success, and have facilitated the working of the 
institution ; and, although they have entailed a heavy expendi- 
ture, the sanitary state of the building and the general welfare 
of the patients demanded the outlay. 

There were 70 patients in this institution on the 1st of April, 
1903 ; 460 were admitted, including 10 infants born in the house 
during the year ; 438 were discharged ; 15 died; and 77 remained 
on the 31st March last. 

The mortality was 3'31 per cent, on the total number treated 
to a termination. 

The time spent in hospital by each patient averaged 40'30 
days, aud the average daily number of beds occupied during the 
year was 68'61. 


Steevens’s Hospital. 

We are happy to report that the favourable, comments we so 
frequently made as to the general condition of this hospital 
continue to be fully deserved. 

We found the wards in good order and well ventilated, and 
the bedding clean and comfortable. The instruments and 
surgical appliances are carefully kept in glass presses, and are 
always in readiness for every surgical emergency. 

In the store-rooms the various articles of food were found oi 
excellent quality, particularly the bread, beef, milk, &c., &c. Wo 
may add that the cooking was satisfactory.

The buildings, we were told, are in good repair, the drainage 
efficient, and the vicinity of the hospital in a sanitary condition. 

The nursing staff, under the competent Lady Superintendent, 
are kind, capable, and assiduous in their duties. They consist of 
10 staff nurses, 18 assistant nurses, and 36 probationers in 
training. 

We noticed with satisfaction that full and accurate accounts 
(with balance sheets) are kept of the Nursing Home, showing the 
various items of income and expenditure, and a detailed state- 
ment of the cost of nursing in the hospital wards. It further 
appears from inspection of the accounts that for several years 
past not only has the total cost of nursing the hospital been 
defrayed out of the receipts of the nursing department, but a 
constantly increasing surplus according to these accounts was 
available therefrom. 

The Weir Dispensary, recently constructed, has proved an 
important and useful addition to the hospital. It is entirely 
separated from the main building, and faces the Great Southern 
and Western Kailway Station. It is fitted up with spacious 
waiting-rooms for male and female patients, consultation rooms, 
lavatories, &c., &c. This department supplies a much -felt want, 
for the out-door patients have no longer to wait as heretofore in 
the corridors and passages of the hospital. 

On the 1st April, 1903, 100 patients remained in hospital; 
1,117 were admitted during the year; 1,068 were discharged; 48 
died ; and 101 remained at the close of the year. 

The mortality was 4'30 per cent, on the total treated to a 
termination. 

The time spent in hospital by each patient averaged 2572 days, 
and the average daily number of beds occupied during the year 
was 84'36. 

The Meath Hospital. 

We have pleasure in stating that this hospital continues to be 
maintained in a high state of efficiency, which is creditable to all 
concerned. 

The requirements of the patients appeared to us to be, in every 
respect, carefully considered. The zeal and attention of the 
nurses throughout the year was praiseworthy, and the training 
of probationers lias been steadily pursued with good results. 

There are 6 staff nurses, 7 assistant nurses, and 12 probationers 
in training. 

The dispensary department was scrupulously clean, all the 
medicines carefully labelled in legible characters, and poisons 
and their antidotes distinctively marked for facility of reference. 
A toxicological chart (compiled by the resident apothecary) was 
hung up in a conspicuous place, so that it might prove helpful to 
the memory in the selection of antidotes, or in the treatment of 
such cases of poisoning as might be brought to the hospital for 
treatment. 

In the course of our inspection we went over the whole build- 
ings, which appeared particularly well kept. 
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The general stores were under look and key, in charge of a 
staff nurse, who was accountable for such goods as she received 
into stock, and she is enjoined to report any tendency to waste 
that she may become cognizant of. 

The var-ious account hooks and registers which we examined 
showed that the Secretary discharged his duties with diligence 
and zeal. 

There were 123 patients in this hospital at the commencement 
of the year; 1,349 were admitted; 1,281 discharged; 75 died; 
and 116 remained on the 31st March, 1904. 

The mortality was 5'53 per cent, on the total number treated 
to a termination. 

The time spent in hospital by each patient averaged 28-60 
days ; and the average daily number of beds occupied during the 
year was 105'04. 


Cork-street Fever Hospital. 

On visiting the several departments of this hospital we were 
much gratified by the order, regularity, and cleanliness which 
prevailed. 

The patients were treated with all care and attention which 
their condition required, and were made as comfortable as their 
illness permitted. Nothing that for-esight, experience, and medical 
skill could do to promote recovery or ameliorate their sufferings 
was left undone. 

The store-rooms were well arranged and kept in an orderly 
manner. The provisions were of good quality, and the cooking, 
so essential for fever patients, was excellent ; the variety of diets 
include fish, puddings, &c., and were served in a dainty and 
appetising manner to such patients as they were ordered for. 

The nursing arrangements, under the Lady Superintendent, 
continues to give unqualified satisfaction. These are 8 staff 
nurses, 16 assistant nurses, and 20 probationers. 

In connection with the hospital, on a separate plot of ground, 
the Nurses’ Home has recently been erected; it is designed to 
accommodate (60 inmates), nurses and probationers. The com- 
pleteness of its arrangements, its brightness and comforts im- 
pressed us favourably. It is said that a much larger staff of 
nurses can now be kept for out-nursing, and that the profits 
derived from their earnings will increase the income of the 
hospital. Weare, however, of opinion thatanursing home should 
be worked quite independently of an hospital, and should be 
under the, care of an experienced practical housekeeper, and that 
all its supplies should be obtained direct from the contractors, 
an account being kept showing the total outlay of the Home, 
including working expenses, together with its total receipts. 

We find that 2,621 cases have been treated in the hospital 
during the past year, and 279 have been received at Beneavm 
Convalescent Home 
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At the request of the Public Health Committee of the Co- 
poration of the City of Dublin, the hospital authorities tool- 
charge of the Isolation Hospital, Pigeon House Road, equimed 
and managed it when used for the reception of small-pox easel 
during the last epidemic. r s 

The well at the Convalescent Home, Beneavin, has been sunk 
to a depth sufficient to provide an unfailing supply of pure water ■ 
and to ensure its being uncontaminated from the drainage of the 
surrounding soil, it has been re-lined in the most approved man* 
ner. After a careful analytical and bacteriological examination 
it has been pronounced pure water. 

After due consideration the Lord Lieutenant was petitioned to 
permit the hospital to be incorporated under its original title If 
“ The House of Recovery and Fever Hospital, Cork-street Dull 
lin,” which has been sanctioned. ’ 

There were 180 patients in this hospital at the commencement 
of the year.; 1,850 were admitted ; 1 ,780 discharged ; 125 rlierl • 
and 125 remained on the 31st March, 

The mortality was 6 56 per cent, on the total number treated 
to a termination in the hospital. ' 

The time spent in hospital by each patient averaged 26-50 
days, and the average daily number of hods occupied dlu-inv tlie 
year was 15776 ° 

The House of Industry Hospitals. 

We _ inspected every department of this institution, which 
comprises the Hardwieke Fever Hospital, the Whitworth 
Medical Hospital, and the Richmond Surgical Hospital 
We found all the wards, store-rooms, and the culinai-y depart- 
ments -in excellent order, reflecting the highest credit on the 
supervision and capability of the Lady Superintendent. 

There are 10 staff nurses, 6 assistant nurses, and 34 proba- 
tioners, who appear to be earnest, intelligent, and painstaking. 

As a school lor clinical teaching this institution maintains an 
extended renown ; and the distinguished medical staffs continue 
to realise all the conditions for the successful treatment of those 
under their care. 

Since our last visit a new sanitary block has been added to the 
east wing of the Whitworth Hospital (at a cost of about £3,000), 
similar m every respect to that on the west wing. It comprises 
bathrooms, water-closets, and ward kitchens; whilst in the 
centie of the hospital extensive clothes-rooms have been provided, 
with entrance from the outside. 1 

The financial and other records examined ahow care and skill 
on the part of the Secretary, and wo wish to acknowledge the 
accuracy and promptness with which he furnishes all returns 
required by this Board. 

t { le 1 ® conomioal working of the institution is 
promoted and facilitated by the quarterly analysis and comparison 
with the corresponding period of the previous year, which is 
regularly made by the hospital authorities.

Rotunda Lying-in Hospital. 

This great hospital, by the zeal and energy of the present 
Mastery continues to maintain its high standard of efficiency. 

V\e have been informed that a large class of medical students 
and qualified practitioners avail themselves of this institution 
to acquire a competent knowledge of midwifery and diseases 
peculiar to women. As a training school for maternity nurses 
the most thorough and careful instruction is given, which 
makes them welcome and helpful aids at all obstetric cases. It 
was therefore with surprise that we learned that the “Central 
Midwives Board, in framing their rules, took no account of the 
Motuuda and Coombc Hospitals, and rushed through the Privy 
Council a set of rules which exclude all Irish trained midwives, 
we trust that the objectionable clauses that bear on this subject 
may soon, be deleted ; and we cannot help observing that it 
would have been more courteous and wise for the “ Central Mid- 
wives Board " to have first communicated with the Masters of 
our Maternity Hospitals, and elicited their opinion on the rules 
tnat had been drawn up before presenting them to the Privy 
Council for approval. 5 J 

On inspection we examined the several departments of the 
ospital, and found the buildings in good order, and the drainage 
and sanitary arrangements satisfactory. 
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The wards were bright, scrupulously clean, and well venti- 
lated. The linen supply is ample, which permits the clothes to 
be retained sufficiently long at the laundry for thorough washing 
and purification. We have ascertained that all soiled articles 
are promptly removed from the wards, and deposited in an 
apartment quite separate from the main buildings of the 
hospital. 

The hot-air chamber belonging to the hospital is well con- 
structed, and used when necessary for disinfecting blankets and 
other woollen fabrics. 

So far as we can ascertain, the greatest care and attention is 
bestowed on all patients, and since aseptic precautions have 
strictly been carried out in the labour wards, the mortality has 
been reduced to a minimum. 

On the 1st April, 1903, there were 44 patients in the labour 
wards; 2,052 were admitted during the year; 1,739 were dis- 
charged after delivery ; 297 were discharged not having been 
delivered; 5 died; and 55 remained in the Hospital at the end 
of the year. 

Twenty-eight patients remained in the auxiliary or chronic 
department on the 1st of April, 1903, 444 were admitted ; 434 
discharged ; 12 died in the year ended 31st March last, and 26 
then remained. 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
year by labour cases was 4816 ; and that of the chronic class was 
29-85. 

The time spent in Hospital by labour cases averaged 9-45- 
days, and that by the chronic class 21-18 days. 

The mortality in the labour wards, deducting non-parturient 
cases was 0'28 per cent., and that of the chronic class 2'54 per 
cent. 


The Coombe Lying-in Hospital. 

It is satisfactory to be able to report that this valuable Insti- 
tution continues with ever-increasing efficiency its beneficent 
assistance to the poor lying-in women in the district in which it 
is much needed. 

. wards were clean and well ventilated, and the utmost care 
is bestowed on . keeping them aseptic. This great object is 
attained by having the wards occupied in rotation, and as each 
becomes vacant it is thoroughly cleaned and disinfected before 
patients are re-admitted. 

Since our last inspection the Guardians and Directors have 
completed the new wing for the reception of gynaecological cases ; 
it is substantially fitted up and equipped with the most approved 
Recent appliances for the reception of such cases. 

The list of diseases admitted to this department shows how 
considerably it contributes to the relief of patients affected with 
serious diseases peculiar to women, and how valuable it is 
as a means of imparting practical information to a large class of 
students who attend the clinical teaching of the medical staff 
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The nursing staff consists of 4 staff sisters, 1 assistant nurse, 
and 36 probationers, of which 12 are extern. 

Their Home, in Ardee-street, is now completed, and in occu- 
pation. It provides ample and suitable accommodation for 
twenty-three nurses, who are comfortably located and looked 
after by a sister in charge, under the supervision of the Managing 
Committee. 

The expenditure on establishment charges, as published in our 
last Report, being in excess of the previous year, we deemed it 
our duty to address a communication to the hospital authorities 
on this subject, of which we have received a satisfactory 
explanation. 

We consider that the Guardians and Directors are entitled to 
great credit for the energy they have evinced in maintaining this 
useful institution, and we wish also to express our high appreci- 
ation of the work done by the Master and his assistants, the 
matron and nurses of the hospital. 

Fourteen patients remained in the labour wards on the 1st 
April last; 686 were admitted during the year; 574 were dis- 
charged; 95 were discharged not having been delivered; and 19 
remained on the 31st March, 

Thirteen patients remained in the chronic wards on the 1st 
April last; 349 were admitted; 343 were discharged; 2 died; 
and 17 remained at the close of the year. 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
year by labour cases was 16'76, and that by chronic cases was 
16-33. 

The time spent in hospital by labour patients averaged 1114 
days, and that by the chronic class 24'69 days. 

The mortality of patients admitted to the chronic wards was 
0'58 on those treated to a termination ; and that in the labour 
wards was 1’44. 

Royal Hospital for Incurables. 

This institution, founded in 1743, was the first Hospital for 
Incurables in the United Kingdom, being a century older than 
the kindred institutions at Brompton and Putney. There is no 
restriction as to the number of Governors, and the liberal manner 
in which it is supported is a remarkable evidence of the sympathy 
which the public feel for its welfare. 

Every thing that human skill, kindness, and experience can 
effect is provided to alleviate the sufferings of the patients, and 
their last days of life are brightened by the sympathy of their 
attendants. 

The high mortality of the inmates indicates the grave char- 
acter of the cases admitted, and the useful function the institution 
fulfils. 

On the day of inspection we found every department of the 
hospital in an exemplary condition. The male and female wards 
were clean, well ventilated, and in perfect order. 

The food supplied was good, and the cooking excellent. 
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We examined the account books, which appeared to be carefully 
kept, and were written, up to date, reflecting great credit on the 
Registrar. 

Two hundred and one patients remained in hospital on the 
1st April last; 66 eases were admitted; 13 were discharged 
resigned, or went out on pension ; 51 died during the year • and 
206 remained on the 31st March, 

The mortality was 7970 per cent, on the total number of cases 
treated to a termination. 

The time spent in hospital by each patient averaged 288-65 days 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
year was 206T6. 

The Royal Victoria Eye and Ear Hospital. 

We were greatly pleased with the construction of the new 
hospital, situated on the Adelaid e-road, which appeared on 
inspection to be admirably adapted for its purposes. The 
heating, ventilation, and sanitary arrangements were in every 
respect satisfactory. 

The building was originally planned to contain 120 beds 
together with a separate out-patient department, hut as funds 
did not permit of the plan being carried out in its entirety, only 
two-thirds of the main building were erected. 

The central block contains the entrance hall, the staircase, and 
patients’ day-rooms. The kitchens and store-rooms are located 
in the basement. 

The operating theatres are placed on the northern aspect of 
the building, and are fully equipped with the most approved 
appliances. We noted that the sterilizing room was fitted with 
Baird’s patent arm-action surgical lavatories, giving an ample 
supply of hot and cold sterilized water. At the west end of the 
block are the ophthalmoscopic room and a sterilizing store for 
linen and dressings. At the east end is the pathological 
laboratory, fitted out with all the necessary apparatuses for the 
examination of morbid growths and secretions. All the walls of 
this block are finished with Keen’s waterproof cement and 
have a marble dado. The floors are of Tarrazzo, levelled to 
drain towards gullies — thus everything is thought of that tends 
to a thorough cleanliness. 

The heating of the hospital is effected by means of high- 
pressure steam radiators ; and ventilation is ensured by means of 
electric fans producing currents of air which arc driven towards 
outlets in the roof. The bath-rooms, lavatories, and water-closets 
are built on the most approved pattern. The artificial light used 
is electric, and there can be no doubt that it is healthier, cleaner, 
and cooler than gas, and the ease and rapidity with which it 
can he turned on and off adds to its efficiency. 

The wards are bright and cheerful, and the nursing arrange- 
ments under the care of the experienced Lady Superintendent 

are judicious and efficient. 
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The diets were good, varied, and sufficient, and the food was 
properly served. The kitchen is well lighted, and the cooking 
utensils are new and of the latest pattern. ° 

We have no doubt but that the hospital will continue to be 
conducted with energy and efficiency, and that the well-deserved 
reputation of its staff for clinical teaching will be even more 
successful in the future, owing to the increased facilities for 
teaching. 

This hospital is available not only for the poor, but also for 
persons who, though not coming under this category, are yet 
unable to fee specialists and to support themselves in'lodgings 
during treatment, are admitted as patients on payment of small 
sums, varying according to their circumstances. 

t’oor persons in the country districts can obtain admission 
by applying to their respective Boards of Guardians, who are 
empowered to send them to hospital and pay their expenses. 
By arrangement with the authorities, members of the Royal Irish 
Constabulary are also admitted as pay patients. 

On the 1st April last, 70 patients were in the hospital ; 1,242 
were admitted during the year; 1238 were discharged ; and 73 
then remained. 

The average daily number of beds occupied during the year 
was 78'40, and the time spent in hospital by each patient averaged 
21'80 days. 

One death occurred in the hospital during the year.
